The state has a G'/fc-cent gasoline tax, one of 
the highest in America, and much gasoline is being bootleg- 
ged here from adjoining states. On top of the G'/o-cent state 
tax is a 1-cent federal levy—and the oil men are unanimous 
in their demand that the federal tax should be repealed. 


O Governor Fulrcll himself says the 


fiVi-ccnt Arkansas 
tax is twice as 


high as it ought to be, but we have 
issued bonds, and the revenue on that 
account is pledged. 


There is nothing an honorable state 


can do for the present. But there is 
plenty we can do for the future—we 
can study our political past and re- 
solve not to make the same mistakes 
over again.

No Public Profit 


"It has been my experience, how- 


ever, in other regions," he told a re-

:r, "that price wars grow out of 


'bootlegging of gasoline, which is a di- 
rect result of exorbitant taxes on 
gasoline. 


"Certain dealers, buying from boot- 


leggers, are bale to undersell honest 
dealers who are paying the tax. The 
honest dealers are forced to cut prices 
to meet competition. The motoring 
public profits temporarily, but it can- 
not profit in the long run from a con- 
dition that penalizes the tax-paying 
dealer and rewards the racketeer. 


"However, there arc many factors 


that may enter into retail price war, 
and I iim not familiar enough with 
the local marketing situation to at- 
tempt to analyze it. 


'•I do know there is gasoline racket- 


eering in Arkansas—there is bound to 
be in a -state whose tax is three times

Arkansas never 
had a real state 


highway system until she removed the 
one-man control exercised 
by the

Arkansas will never have a perman- 


ent system of county roads, covering 
the school bus routes, until she recog- 
nizes that the one-man government 
of a county judge is inherently in- 
capable of undertaking a planned pro- 
gram of county highways. The pres- 
sure for political jobs is too great, for 
if the county happens to have money 
the people know that the judge has 
absolute authority to spend it. 


What we need is a subsidiary di-

Reverse Play, Payne to 
Madison, Produces Win- 


ning Touchdown 


Led by a trio of hard running backs 


—Payne, Madison 
and 
Spears—the 


Hope High School Bobcats triumphed 
over El Dorado, 18 to 13, in a thrill- 
ing football game played before 2,000 
spectators Thursday night at the new 
high school stadium. 


Rolling up 17 first downs as com- 


pared to eight for El Dorado, the Bob- 
cats scored touchdowns in the first, 
.third and fourth periods. The Wild- 
cats scores came in the second and 
third quarters. It was the first victory 
over El Dorado in the history of the 
Hope school. 


Touchdowns were scored by Payne, 


Anderson and Madison. Saltonstall, El 
Dorado quarter, scored both markers 
for the visitors. 
Taking a lead in the opening quart- 


er, Payne took the ball on his own 
28-yard line, "shook 'em loose" for 20 
yards on ah end run and then dashed 
into an open field 
and outran the 


safety man for the demaining distance. 


It was a 72-yarA sprint and the most 


sensational ,rujv of the game. 


A weak punt; gave El Dorado pos- 


session of the ball on Hope's 25-yard 
line near the end of the first quarter. 
The Wildcats 
worked 
the ball to 


Hope's one-yard line in three 
downs 


and the quarter ended. 


With fourth down and only a yard 


to go, the Bobcats put up a gallant 
goal-line stand to turn back El Dora- 
do's first serious scoring threat. The 
Bobcats punted out from behind their 
own goal line. 


Game Is Tied Up 


Fighting gamely, the Wildcats after 


an exchange of punts, made another 
rush for the goal line. 
Two first 


downs gave El Dorado the ball on 
Hope's 5-yard line where Saltonstall 
slipped off tackle for a touchdown. 
El Dorado failed to make extra point 
and the game was tied up at 6-all. 


Hope received and started a march, 


only to be halted deep in Wildcat ter- 
ritory by a 15-yard penalty. 
Payne 


picked up 12 yards on a sweeping end 
run. Payne and Speedy made another 
first down, placing the ball on El 
Dorado's 40-yard line. 
A pass from 


Speedy to Kennedy was good for 15 
yards and then Hope was set back on 
a penalty as the half ended. 


The third and final periods were 


crammed with thrilling runs by Mad- 
ison and Payne, and the line plung- 
ing of Spears who also turned in a 
great game as a defensive fullback. 


The fir.st real "break" of the game 


came as the third quarter opened. 
Hope received, failed 
to gain and 


punted. The Wildcats imide a quick 
kick, the ball sailing far over Harper's 
head who was playing safety.

fatal results were explained to a sym- 
posium on infections by Dr. Frederick 
A. Culler of Ann Arbor, Mich. A per- 
son with anything larger than an or- 
dinary pimple on the upper lip, he- 
said, really ought to be in bed in a 
hospital because of what might hap- 
pen. 


Broadly i-pcaking, this "upper lip" 


area includes not only the site of 
mustaches but much of the face and 
nose. Infections in these, areas, if they 
get beyond mild stages, are apt to 
spread until they reach 
the 
facial 


veins. 


Theau veins pass down close, to each 


and empties into the

mustache lip areas. Ordinarily the 
blood in them flows downward. But 
up|>ei lip infections may block these 
veins, forcing the blood in them up- 
ward.

Declares It Was Husband 


Who Proposed Drop- 
ping California Suit 


Editor The Star: Were it not for 


the fact that my husband, Gerald E. 
Walters, in his letter of Thursday, 
published in your good paper, makes 
grave charges against the officers of 
the City of Hope, and 
Hempstead 


county, in connection with his con- 
duct, and litigation pending, I would 
ignore what he has said. 


As to the divorce suit pending be- 


tween us and the question as to the 
care and custody of our child, I am 
willing for the duly constituted courts 
to determine, and do not desire to 
burden or attempt to substitute the 
general public for the court to settle 
our controversy. I believe the people 
will agree with me, however, that the 
mother of a 22-months-olrl baby is the 
proper one to have the care and cus 
tody of sucli baby; and despite his 
dramatic pica relative to what he says 
he did on the impulse of the moment, 
prompted by his love and affection 
for our child, I do not believe 
any 


man, 
especially a 
Southern 
man, 


which lie .seems to want to make his 
criterion for qualifications to judge 
as to this matter, would attempt to 
take a child of such tender years as 
our child is away from his mother. 


His statements with respect to the 


officers are so conflicting and contra- 
dictory, a careful reading of his letter 
proves the fallacy of his argument. 
He charges first, that a charge of kid- 
naping was framed against him, and 
that he was held in jail five nights 
until he agreed to sign papers releas- 
ing and relinquishing his right to our 
child, and to prosecute his suit for 
divorce. Tile charge of kdinaping was 
made against him by the Prosecuting 
Attorney's office of this District. 1 
knew nothing about it until after it 
had been made. My attorney advised 
me when I conferred with him that 
the kidnaping charge 
could not be 


sustained, and that it should be dis- 
missed. 
He was held in jail in de- 


fault of bond, on the charge of as- 
sault and battery. The Judge of the 
court was out of the city and the case 
was called as early as it could have 
been called. He was advised on Sat- 
urday, after he was arrested Friday 
night, that the kidnaping case would 
be dropped. As to the charge of as- 
sault and battery, this case was tried 
before a jury, composed of citizens 
of (lie City of Hope, and the saiii 
jury found him guilty uf said charge. 
Before the case was tried he advised 
me that he was willing to dismiss hi* 
suit for divorce in the State of Cali- 
fornia, and submit to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Chancery Court of thi* 
county to determine uur rif.hts with 
reference to a divorce, and the custody 
of our child. 
It was u proposition 


that ho made himself. The only mat- 
ter tluit could have been settled by 
the California court was as to the di- 
vorce, said court could not have dc- 
ti.'rmincd our rights as to our child- 
owing to the fact that 1 am a non- 
resident of California, he could no'

Votes Will Decide It 


LITTLE ROCK-Five justices of the 


Arkansas Supreme Court Thursday 
agreed with the ruling of Judge Pat- 
rick Henry of Ashley Circuit Court 
that the number of legal votes cast, 
and not technicalities, should deter- 
mine the winner of an election contest, 
and denied a petition of Congressman 
Tilhvum B. Parks for a writ of pro- 
hibition to prevent trial of Wade B. 
Kitchens' suit against Parks in the 
lower court. 


Attorneys involved announced that 


trial of the election contest, suit, to 
determine which of the candidates for 
Congress in the Seventh district re- 
ceived -A majority of legal votes would 
be resumed before Judge Henry Fri- 
day morning at Hamburg. 


Had the temporary writ been grant- 


ed, the trial would have been delay- 
ed until the petition could be sub- 
mitted to the Supreme Court Mon- 
day for a decision the following week. 
The decision Thursday followed <m 
hour and a half of oral arguments, 
before the justice, sitting as individ- 
uals, but they were unanimous in their 
oral denial of the petition. 


Chief Justice C. E. Johnson and As- 


sociate Justices T. M. Mchaffy, Frank 
G. Smith. T. H. Humphreys and Basil 
Baker heard the arguments. Sixteen 
lawyers and Kitchens were present.

under the silver purchase act of 1934 
were issued on Tuesday, the Treasury 
disclosed. For the time being silver 
certificates will be issued only up to 
the total cost of the silver bought. 


A paper profit is accruing to the 


Treasury on the ransaction, however, 
and this item is being listed as "scig- 
noragc." The profit results from, the 
fact that, although silver was bought 
for prices ranging from 35 to 55 cents 
an ounce, it has a fictitious monetary 
value of $1.29. 


This profit or "spread" between cost 


price and monetary value is for the 
present being set aside by the Treas- 
ury like the profit from the revalua- 
tion of gold. Receipts from this source 
will be listed separately from 
the 


Treasury's working cash balance se- 
cured from taxes or borrowings.

Must Be Returned 


All Parents Urged to Fill 


in Baby Census Regis- 


tration Blanks 


LITTLE ROCK—Investigation has 


shown that postmasters of Arkansas 
have received the baby census cards 
from the federal bureau of the Census 
in Washington, and have distributed 
them to families in their territory. The 
census cards, asking information on 
children born in the past 12 months 
are for the first Arkansas "Register 
Your Baby" campaign, being carried 
on by the Federal Bureau of the Cen- 
sus, the Bureau of Vital Statistics of 
the State Board of Health and the Ar- 
kansas Emergency Relief Administra- 
tion. 
Parents are urged to fill in and re 


turn the cards at once, if they have 
not already done so, even if they 
know that their child has been reg- 
istered. Only in this way can the ef- 
ficiency of the State's birth registra- 
tion machinery be thoroughly tested 
accoridng to Dr. W. B. Grayson, state 
health officer and 
director of the 


campaign. 


The census cards are to be mailed 


postage free to the Director of the 
Census in Washington, who will re- 
turn them to the Bureau of Vital Sta- 
tistics in Little Rock where they will 
be checned against present birth reg- 
istration records. Not only is the state 
interested in the check of its machin- 
ery, but the birth registration is of 
advantage to the many children in 
Arkansas, who may at some future 
date have vital need of a birth cer- 
tifictc. 


An absolute check of the approxi- 


mately 40,000 children born each year 
n Arkansas is expected for the cam- 
iaign. In case any one in need of a 
:ard fails to receive one through the 
post office, it may be obtained from 
any local registrar, from any relief 
worker, or direct from the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics in Little Rock.

was in Germany, Czechoslovakia. Aus- 
tria, Hungary, Greece and Turkey. 


"There is a. constant dread of war. 


Tins has made impossible some eco- 
nomic arrangements which European 
political leaders seem 
to 
have in 


mind. There is increasing anxiety in 
all of the capitals which I visited." 


Senator Robinson discussed condi- 


tions in Germany with 
Chancellor

40 Blueprints of Various 


Small Homes to Be 


Distributed 


WASHINGTON — (#>)— Forty plans 


for inexpensive small houses, designed 
especially to accommodate families in 
rural and suburban areas, were dis- 
closed Thursday to hve been drawn 
by Federal Subsistence 
Homestead 


Division officials to spur decentraliza- 
tion of industrial populations. 


Officials expect this architectural 


service, scheduled to blossom next 
week, to encourage hundreds of fam- 
ilies to build new homes of their own 
on small tracts of land where they can 
raise most of their food. 


Suggestions for the planting of sub- 


sistence gardens over a three-year 
period will be included in a booklet 
containing the house' plan. The move 
will tie in with President Roosevelt's 
lousing and decentralization drives. 


Brown Rolston, chief architect in 


the Substistence Homestead Division, 
said that plans for three, four, five 
and six, room houses would be pre- 
sented. 


Anyone interested in a particular 


plan shown in the booklet, he said, 
could write in and obtain a blue print 
sheet showing the four elevations of 
the house, floor plan and a construe- 
tion section.

specifications,' 


Rolston said, "because we don't think 
t would be.

by a rate of 6.7. The professions are 
all in the figures between 7 and 11— 
lawyers and judges being 7.89; clergy- 
•men, ICJJJ, and doctors 10.69. 


About, as safe an occupation as any 


one can have with a view to living 
long is that .of college professor or 
president For these the rate is' 2.69 
per thousand employed. 


It is'interesting; to find that doctors 


' commit suicide much more often than 
•do'-lawyers,'judges, or justices—the 
latter being below average and the 
doctors above the average. 


These figures in relationship to oc- 


cupation are of great importance in 
the'-selection of suitable occupations 
for those who are physically below a 
standard. The occupation with a low 
death rate is the one for the man who 
'has difficulty in withstanding stress 
or exposure. 


Another factor that has to be taken 


into account, associated with death 
rates of diferent occupations, is the 
average income in these occupations. 
The chance of living long is depend- 
ent not only on the amount of work 
a man does, but also on his ability to 
.get sufficient rest, proper food, fresh 
airj and exercise. 


For example, the lowest rates from 


tuberculosis are always found in those 
.with the ^highest incomes and 
the 


highest number of deaths in those 
with low incomes and a poor stand- 
ard of living.

Drafts Speech

Roosevelt will seek Friday to reas- 
sure thousands of needy veterans of 
America's wars, delivering a message 
to this effect at the dedication of a 
$1,700,000 soldier hospital at Roanoke, 


a.Spending much of Thursday work- 


ing on the address, 
the 
president 


sought to complete it Thursday night 
prior to departing for the South Fri- 
day morning. The journey 
will be 


extended to keep'the president out of 
the capital until late Sunday. 


Since his words Friday precede on- 


ly a little the American Legion con- 
vention at Miami next week, specula- 
tion had it that Mr, Roosevelt prob- 
ably would touch on the bonus issue. 
There was general feeling, hdwever, 
that he would not mention it. 


Aides declare 
the 
president has 


maintained a generous attitude toward 
veterans injured in actual combat, 
and a less liberal policy toward those 
who could not trace their diseases 
and hurts to war duty. He has prom- 
ised that distressed veterans and their 
families would be assisted in every 
way possible.

It would solve most of our problems 


of prayer if we would give more heed 
to the teaching of Jesus and to His 
example, and concern ourselves less 
With conventional theories and prac- 
tices. 


Nothing seems harder than to rid 


the mind of the average Christian of 
the idea that prayer is primarily an 
Asking for things or a method of get- 
ting things from God. Such a notion 
is against all the teaching, direct and 
implied, that Jesus gives us concern- 
ing God, His relationship to us, and 
our relationship to Him. 


Elemental in all this relationship is 


the fact that Jesus emphasized "the 
Father knoweth the things ye have 
need of before ye ask Him." 


The God to whom we pray is a 


Father of love and mercy, who, above 
all things, is anxious to do for us the 
best that He can do. What He can 
accomplish in us, and what He can 
confer upon us, is limited by our will- 
ingness to receive and by the attitude 
that opens or closes the door of our 
hearts. 


So it is that in our lesson we have 


the primary emphasis upon prayer as 
fellowship with God. That is the oc- 
casion of our praying that we may 
know God, and 
that we may so be 


transformed through 
knowledge of

the gifts of His grace. 


To know God is to share His Hie 


and His love. Inevitably

changes. We arc less ready to a 
for the things that we might desire 
for ourselves in our

and 


wordly thought of prayer, and we 
are the more ready to perceive the 
greatest treasures that God has for 
us. 
< 
Prayer is not a form, nor is it a 


ritual" though we may use both form 
and ritual in prayer. Prayer is the 
secret aspiration of the soul toward 
God. 


It may be expressed, or it may be so 


deep that the sou! cannot express it, 
but can have only the inexpressible 
yearning that God can see and under- 
stand. 


We should not pray to God as one 


who can be moved by persistent so- 
licitations as some earthly minded per- 
son might be. The teaching of the 
parable of the importunate widow and 
Lhe unjust judge, who heard her and 
granted her request because of her 
persistence, is not that God yields to 
our persistence to give xts things that 
are out of harmony with His mercy 
and His grace, but that God. being 
merciful and gracious, is ready be- 
forehand to bestow upon us the things 
that we are willing to receive. 


The meaning of that parable is that 


if an unjust judge can be moved by 
much asking, how much 
more can 


God give to us His gifts where we arc 
willing to ask and receive. 


Our lesson suggests, however, that 


prayer should not all be left to un- 
expressed thought or feeling. Jesus 
taught His disciples to pray. He gave 
them a form of prayer in words that 
have come down to us rich in the 
beauty of their content and exper- 
ience. 


We should not only use the Lord's 


Prayer, but we should 
make it a 


model for our praying. 
It suggests 


the principles of true prayer, the com- 
plete surrender of the soul to the will 
of God and the divine purposes of 
love and forgvieness, and the aspira- 
tion for the good life in which men 
become like the God to whom they 
pray.
